NEWS OR NOT 


“You Talk About Race Mares. . .” 


Col. Phil T. Chinn didn’t get one of the 
ballots from Delaware Park.’ but his me- 
mory runs too deep to be ignored. so 
we asked him for a list of the best 10 
race mares of his time. In a little while. 
without reference to any printed list or 
past performances. he came up with Yo 
Tambien, Imp. Artful. Beldame. Regret. 
Black Maria. Top Flight. Twilight Tear, 
Gallorette. and Busher. 

“And I defy any man to put together 
alist of 10 best race mares,” he said with 
confidence. 

“Yo Tambien—she was the most beauti- 
{ul mare ever raced, a broad-rumped chest- 
nut with a little white. You could gallop 
her with a twine string. Won 44 races, I 
think it was.... 

“I saw Imp trained by Charlie Bross- 
man at Sheepshead Bay. He and I lived 
at the Hoffman House. generally went to 
the track on the same train, leaving at 11 
a. m.. so she wouldn’t get on the track 
until the middle of the day. Must’ve been 
the toughest mare ever lived. Brossman 
would give her a couple of miles to supple 
her up and then work her a mile and a 
quarter. even if the temperature was 105 
—and she wouldn’t even break out. Might 
take a long breath or two. Trained her- 
self, practically. 

“Brossman was a great man for corn— 
had that big yellow corn out of Chillicothe. 
Gave her 20 ears of corn a day. and she’d 


eat it up like eating mush—hbesides the. 


oats and bran. Every time he went past 
the stall he’d say, ‘Throw her in 5 or 6 
more ears.’ Corn? Sure. I knew a man 
here in Kentucky. Los Webster—he was a 
horse player—wouldn’t bet on a horse that 
wasn’t fed corn. Anyway. Imp was the idol 
of the Midwestern people. Day she won 
the Suburban there was a box full of 
theatrical people—they were almost the 
backbone of racing in those days—and 
they got up and sang ‘The Coal Black 
Lady.’ 

“Black horses are just naturally hardier. 
Sweat seems to stick to their hide some- 
how. I had a black horse out at the old 
Lexington track, had a drunk rubbing 
him. Fired the drunk and said, ‘I'll rub 
him myself.’ Well. sir. it would have taken 
aman like Sandow to get that horse clean. 
*Torchbearer was another black I trained. 
He was a horse of super-intelligence. Had 
him in a stake at Saratoga. and I told 
Sande, ‘Watch out for this horse: he 
knows when Cassidy is going to pull that 
string, and he’s likely to jump out from 
under you.’ Sure enough, he’s out of 
there so fast Sande almost falls off, and 
then he comes on and finishes second,

with Sande riding bareback, no feet in 
the irons. . 

“Another one was Black Maria. She and 
Imp were 2 of the best mares that ever 
lived. Colonel Bradley sent his trainer and 
blacksmith to Europe—he wouldn’t buy 
a horse with a bad foot—to get some 
Sardanapale mares. They brought back 3 
or 4. One of them Mr. Bradley didn’t like. 
Judge Ireland bought her. came to me a 
few days later, said, ‘I'll take $3,500 for 
her.” I didn’t see anything wrong with the 
mare, so I bought her. I sold her to Mr. 
Coe for $10,000. and I thought I was clean- 
ing him out. She was carrying Black Maria. 
the only top horse any of those mares 
produced. ... 

“Artful? There’s not a mare living that 
could beat Sysonby and Tradition in the 
Futurity and come back at 3 and beat Ort 
Wells in the Suburban. She was trained 
by John W. Rogers. a prince of trainers. 
a big Texan with a big black hat. He al- 
ways carried a big silk handkerchief up 
here in the breast pocket of his coat, and 
he would take it out and run it over their 
coats before saddling his horses, to pacify 
them—and he had the loveliest-mannered 
horses of any man living... . Artful was 
a nice-sized mare, a brown, if I remember. 
the apple of John Rogers’ eye. She was 
unsound at 3, and still beat those horses— 
Ort Wells was a top horse, trained by one 
of the great trainers of all time, Enoch 
Wishard—and that’s the reason I’d put her 
right at the top. 

“Beldame—only reason she raced at all, 
Major Belmont told me, there never was

in the 1954 edition of the season’s opener. 
He also surrendered the place position in 
the last few strides to the horse which had 
carried him wide. 


BIG TWO. Nashua and Summer Tan, 
have been attending to their chores with 
ease and confidence. A 1;);-mile event on 
the first Monday of the season provided 
Mrs. John W. Galbreath’s colt with his 
1955 debut and Summer Tan responded by 
turning in a corker. It was a cool 14 
lengths back to the next competitor. Mr.

4. Horses Make a Lot of Racing 


In Bowie’s Campbell Memorial 


BALTIMORE 
It will be a long time before anyone 
gets a look at a better horse race than 
the $75.000 Campbell Memorial Handicap 
at Bowie last week-end. April 9. The race 
had everything but show betting. and one 
veteran of bitter campaigns at Pascoag 
and Havre de Grace said. “There are races 
and there are classics. This here’s a classic 
with a capital K.~ 


Unfortunately, Easter shopping and 
exhibition baseball at Baltimore and 


Washington resulted in a disappointing 
attendance for the big event. but the 
turnout of 21.016 represented the hardened 
core of local devotees. They came out to 
see what promised to be a corking horse 
race. and seldom have they gotten so 
much for their money. 


Racing secretary John Turner Jr.'s 
weights treatment brought out only 4 


starters. any one of which conceivably 
could reign as division champion at year’s 
end. Heading the list was Helioscope at 
130 pounds, 2 over scale. Fisherman and 
Social Outeast. at 125. were next in line. 
and Joe Jones was the lightweight of the 
field at 121 pounds. 7 below scale. The 4 
runners had won 27 stakes and 
million dollars. 


over a 


Though all 4 turned out in splendid 
condition. Social Outcast and Joe Jones 
looked like country cousins alongside the 
more stylish and flashy Helioscope and 
Fisherman. The little Whitney warrior. 
starting for the first time since his third 
to Helioscope in the Pimlico Special last 
fall. appeared ready to run the race of his 
life. A courageous performance has come 
to be his hallmark. 

They entered the stalls by post position. 
with demeanor befitting the occasion. No 
sooner had the doors been shut 
Fisherman than Eddie Blind 
off in perfect alignment. 


HORSE RACE. Helioscope was first to 
show, and Sam Boulmetis hustled him right 
to the front and to the rail. Going past 
the stands for the first time. Joe Jones 
replaced Fisherman just behind the leader. 
Guerin and Social Outcast. in no particular 
hurry. dropped in along the rail to take 
the shortest route. 

Rounding the club house turn. Helio- 
scope. which had been “running high” 
through the stretch. settled into stride as 
Boulmetis snugged him. The others follow- 
ed closely in Indian-file fashion. On the far

sent them 


side Helioscope was on the bit, but Boul- 
metis had to work on him to sustain in- 
terest. 


Fearful of the sluggish pace—first 
quarter in :2415. half in :-4745—McCreary 
loosed a wrap on Joe Jones. left the rail. 
and ranged up to challenge the leader. 
Helioscope dug in and the pace quickened. 
Meanwhile. Social Outcast had moved up 
inside of Fisherman. The field raced in 
pairs going into the stretch turn. Com- 
ing off the elbow the lone incident of the 
race occurred when Eddie Arcaro. blocked 
by the front pair. eased Fisherman out to 
gain room. saving Social Outcast from 
moving outside. Guerin threaded the 
needle between horses. 


Straightening up for the long. stretch 
drive. they peeled off like jets on a target 
run. Racing heads apart. it was Helioscope 
on the rail. Joe Jones. Social Outcast. and 
Fisherman on the outside. At this point 
it was anybody's race. 

At the furlong marker Jones” 
decision to force the leader and Helio-

scope’s 130 pounds began taking their 
toll. On the outside Social Outcast and 
Fisherman waged a desperate struggle, 
Guerin and Arcaro scuffing and scrubbing 
boot-to-boot. Two jumps from the wire 
the issue still was unresolved. Then. in a 
final surge. Social Outcast “pointed” to 
gain the decision in a finish that left 
the spectators limp. 


Less than 214 lengths separated the 
first and last horses. Fisherman, beaten 
a scant nose in a finish reminiscent of 
his heart-breaking defeat by High Gun 
in the Belmont Stakes last spring. was 
214 lengths ahead of Helioscope. which 
held off Joe Jones by the length of his 
head. 


THE WINNER. With show betting ruled 
out because of the small field, Helioscope. 
on the strength of his record-breaking 
performance 2 weeks earlier. was backed 
down to 1 to 2.

PROPHET. It was a very profitable 
week for the Vanderbilt stable. On Wed- 
nesday the 3-year-old Discovery—Now and 
Again filly. Sometime Thing. picked up 
$17.000 in winning the Prioress Stakes 
at Jamaica. Ankle trouble kept her from 
the races as a juvenile but she’s making 
up for lost time this year. In 7 starts she 
has collected 5 wins. a second. and a third. 
paying $29.850 for room and board. 

The latest success recalls that she was 
named grand champion of the 1953 year- 
ling show conducted by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association.

Dangers of Antibotic Therapy 


Editor's note. 


The following commentary and case history is from Robert C. 


Austin. M. D., a surgeon in Dayton, Ohio, who breeds and races horses on a modest 


scale. 


Dr. Austin is a former member of the surgical staff of the Mayo Clinic, a 


member of the American College of Surgeons, a fellow of the American Board of 
Surgery. and a prolific contributor to medical literature. 


From the standpoint of physiology. and 
especially bacteriology. there is but little 
variation in man and horse. The physician 
and veterinarian. to be proficient in the 
management of ever-present infection. 
must have a thorough knowledge of anti- 
biotics. their dangers. and the rapidly 
changing concepts in their use. I wish to 
present the following points: 


1. Careless or injudicious use of anti- 
biotics is hazardous. 

2. Antibiotics. particularly Terramycin 
and Aureomycin. given orally or intra- 
Venously. may produce an enteritis. the 
symptoms of which are elevation of 
temperature. diarrhea. rapid heart ac- 
tion. and. if uncontrolled. a — blood 
stream infection and death. 

3. This is brought about by the destruc- 
tion of certain bacteria and the release 
of other resistant bacteria. known as 
staphylococci (micrococci). 

4. If. after a study of the involved bac- 
teria and their sensitivity reactions. 
therapy is definitely indicated. the drug 
with the lesser dangers or side effects 
should be chosen. 


5. When antibiotic therapy is followed 


by an enteritis reaction certain pro- 
cedures should be immediately carried 
out. namely: 

a. The administration of Erythromy- 
cin or Chloromycetin. the first 
being almost specific in its con- 
trol. 

b. In serious cases. addition of  in- 
travenous fluids. electrolytes. ete. 

6. Increasing vigilance is necessary: con- 
cepts of antibiotic therapy are con- 
stantly changing as the result of in- 
creasing acquired resistance of bac- 
teria and the development of new and 
powerful antibiotic agents. It has been 
said with some degree of truth that 
within 10 years bacteria will be so re- 
sistant that the present antibiotics will 
be largely ineffective. 


A CASE HISTORY. Horse. Notable. 
in excellent general health at Gulfstream 
Park. was noted to have a sag in his back 
when the jockey mounted. Trainer noted 
a tenderness in loin muscles. Veterinar- 
ian was called: his diagnosis was a “kid- 
ney infection.” A urine study was made 
and was thoroughly negative under micro- 
scopic examination, that is. no pus cells 
were found. The culture of the urine 


revealed an “Alpha Streptococcus” and an 
“Aerobacter Aerogenes.” Veterinarian 
elected to give Terramycin intravenously. 
one gram on 3 successive days. The pa- 
tient declined to eat. developed a tem- 
perature of 102 degrees and diarrhea. On 
the fifth day the temperature rose to 104 
degrees. with marked diarrhea, rapid heart 
rate, and distressed breathing. Horse died 
on the sixth day. 

Autopsy revealed “hemorrhagic gastritis 
which extended about 3¥2 feet along the 
course of the intestine.” Veterinarian’s 
diagnosis: “equine influenza.” 

It is clinically obvious that the horse 
died of an enteritis. staphylococcus. which 
is identical with that in man and which 
has been so frequently produced by Ter- 
ramycin and Aureomycin, especially the 
former. I know of no “equine influenza” 
which produces such a rapid fatal course. 


SUMMARY. Certain antibiotics such 
as Terramycin and Aureomycin are dan- 
gerous in man and in horse. Chloromyce- 
tin has lesser side effects. although it may 
produce an anemia. Achromycin has les- 
ser side effects than the above. Penicillin 
and Streptomycin are reasonably safe, al- 
though allergic reactions may ensue. In 
the event an enteritis occurs following 
a justifiable risk in a severe infection. the 
veterinarian should be armed with Ery- 
thromycin and Chloromycetin. particularly 
the former.

Social Outcast was foaled May 1, 1950, at 
Sagamore Farm, Glyndon, Md. (Pedigree and 
family notes were in The Blood-Horse of February 
12, page 485.) He was broken and given his 
first schooling at the farm, then was sent with 
others in the Vanderbilt string to California, where 
at Santa Anita Park on February 28, 1952, he 
won his first start. In New York he went unplaced 
in his next 3 races before winning 3 consecutive 
allowance races. He failed in the Babylon Handi. 
cap, again in the Cowdin Stakes, then won the 
Remsen Handicap on October 15 on the disqualifica- 
tioa of Jamie K. The late John B. Campbell gave 
him a respectable 115 pounds in the Experimental 
Handicap. 

Social Outcast started 9 times without winning 
in his 3-year-old year, the last start being in the 
Jersey Stakes on May 9 at Garden State Park, 
After that race he developed some trouble with 
a knee and was taken out of competition. Winfrey 
put him into light training during the Saratoga 
meeting. and when he failed to respond he was 
sent to the farm for the winter. At Sagamore he 
was given an internal blister, and, as a precaution 
against his becoming too gross during the lay-off, 
he was gelded. 

His 1954 campaign was opened June 11 at 
Belmont Park when he won a_ 6-furlong race 
and paid better than 10 to 1. On the 24th he 
went unplaced in a classified handicap. He started 
5 more times without winning. After that morning 
trial against Native Dancer, which soon would be 
retired, he proved an excellent substitute for the 
champion. 

Much of the credit for Social Outcast belongs 
to Winfrey. whose confidence in the potential class 
of his horse never failed. Said Ralph Kercheval, 
the husky manager of Sagamore: ‘‘Winfrey has 
done a beautiful job in keeping him going on a 


second-hand knee.”

On the day before the Prioress Stakes it seemed 
the race would be one of the best of the Jamaica 
meeting. High Voltage, voted the best 2-year-old 
filly of 1954, and Myrtle’s Jet, ranked one pound 
below her in the Experimental Handicap, were 
entered, along with Sometime Thing, which had 
shown considerable promise in winning 4 of 6 
allowance races. On the morning of the race 
Myrtle’s Jet was scratched. Two hours before post 
time it began to rain, and trainer Jim Fitzsimmons 
scratched High Voltage because “I didn’t think 
she was ready for a race under anything except 
perfect conditions.” Later the rain stopped, and 
the track was fast for the Prioress. 

Sue Pat stayed with Sometime Thing for 3 
furlongs. then dropped back. Sometime Thing 
entered the stretch with a 2-length margin, with- 
stood the last-furlong challenge of Minnie Moocher, 
and won by 1% lengths. A heavy favorite, the 
winner paid $4.40. 

Bred by her owner, Alfred G. Vanderbilt, Some- 
time Thing was unraced at 2 because of tendon 
and ankle trouble.

John Stelle Leaves Position 
As Head of Cahokia Downs 


CHICAGO 

John Stelle. former Democratic gover- 
nor of Illinois. last week resigned as 
executive director of the East St. Louis 
Jockey Club. operators of Cahokia Downs. 
the 6-furlong race track which held _ its 


inaugural meeting last year. Principal 
organizer. stockholder. and builder of 
the new track at East St. Louis. Stelle 


will remain as a member of the board of 
directors. 
His successor as executive director is 


George Edward Day. of Springfield. 
former secretary of the club. The directors 
appointed John MacWherter. retiring 


mayor of Springfield. as resident manager 
of the track. effective May 1. 


Stelle’s business interests Illinois 
and other states are numerous. They 
include manufacturing. insurance. farm- 


ing. and the operation of a racing stable. 
The demands of his other enterprises left 
him insufficient time to devote to his 
position as head of Cahokia Downs. he 
said. 

During the past winter Stelle was an 
unsuccessful bidder for Lincoln Fields at 
Crete. prior to the sale of the Will County 
track to the new Balmoral Jockey Club. 
headed by Russell L. Reineman. 

For more than 20 years Stelle has been 
a powerful factor in politics and American 
Legion affairs. He was elected treasurer 
of Illinois in 1934. lieutenant governor in 
1936. In the latter capacity he was acting 
governor for many months during the 
final illness of the late Gov. Henry Horner 
and succeeded to the gubernatorial office 
on Horner's death in 1940. He has been 
both state and national commander of the 
American Legion and was long one of the 
“king makers” of the veterans organiza- 
tion. 

While serving as governor.  Stelle’s 
political relations with Horner adherents 
became strained. Benjamin Lindheimer. a 
Horner appointee. was chairman of the 
powerful Illinois Commerce Commission. 
political observers surmise that 
Stelle’s failure to acquire Lincoln Fields 
might be traced to circumstances which 
occurred back in his gubernatorial days. 

With a dominant personality. Stelle’s 
influence is made manifest in all his 
undertakings. He is an intrepid and quick- 
triggered adversary. with a reputation for 
loyalty to friends who have stuck by him. 

One of Stelle’s friends is William S. 
Miller. a member of the Illinois Racing 
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JOHN STELLE 


Board. They own several race horses in 
partnership. besides others owned in- 
dividually. Both are men of considerable 
affluence. Neither attempts to control the 
actions of the other, Of all Stelle’s friends 
and associates. Miller probably is the most 
independent in every thing he does. 

Each names his own yearlings. but for 
those owned jointly a compromise some- 
times is made. That wasn’t necessary in 
the case of the Double Jay—Yoncalla colt 
they bought from the Claiborne Farm 
consignment at Keeneland last fall. Stelle 
and Miller both are friends of the Rev. 
Joseph Lonnegran. former national chap- 
lain of the American Legion. The name of 
the colt. a nominee for the Lafayette 
Stakes at Keeneland on April 27. is Father 
Joe. first choice of both owners. 

Cahokia Downs opens on July 23. after 
the close of Fairmount Park. which begins 
the southern Illinois season on April 30. 
Legislation is pending at Springfield to 
permit Monday racing. now prohibited at 
the southern area tracks. Memorial Day. 
the Fourth of July and. of course. Labor 
Day. all fall on Monday this year. 

At its inaugural meeting in 1954 Cahokia 
revived the St. Louis Derby. last run in 
1905 at the St. Louis Fair Grounds and 
won by Uncle Charley. The revival was so 
successful that a renewal is contemplated 
this year. The 1954 winner was M. H. Van 
Berg’s Endon (Challedon—Hi Chris. by 
High Strung).
